Texas. 


Fort Smith (Ark.} Elevator. 


During Sam Houston's residence 


in the Cherokee nation, west of Ar- 
kansas, he lived with a daughter of 
old Captain John Rogers, an Indian 
about two and a half miles west of 
Fort Gibson. He was a merchant, 
but tried to conform to the ways and 
habits of the Indians, and in dress 
wore the hunting-shirt, buckskin 
leggins and breech-clout of the In- 
dians. For the greater part of his 
stay here he was under the influence 
of liquor, when it could be had, and 
he was seldom without it. He seem- 
ed, after a tesidence of two years, to 
tire of the part he was acting, and 
during short periods of soberness be- 
came morose and sullen. He was 
evidently comparing in his mind 
his present mode of life with the 
past, or a worthless, drunken white 
Indian with the proud governor of 
Tennessee. 


It was directly after one of Ins 


long drunken sp'ells that some of the 
Texas Cherokees brought news _ of 
the war between Texas and Mexico. 
Houston, although not yet sober, 
walked out on the banks of the 
Grand river with John Henry, a 
merchant. Throwing hinifclf down 
on the ground, he was silent for some 
time. 
At length, starting up quick- 


ly, hesaid: ''Henry, let us go to Tex- 
as. I atn tired of this country and 
this life. 
Go with me, and I will 


make a fortune for us both. 
You 


are a merchant! I a merchant! We 
are no more fit for merchants than 
h—1 is for a powder house. I am 
going. In that new State I will 
make a man of myself again." 
He 


began at once making preparation 
for the, at that time, long journey. 
Casting at once aside his Indian at- 
tire, he came out dressed as a white 
man, and at once refusing the use of 
liquor offered him frequently, us if 
by the stroke of the Magician1.'- wand 
he looked the man and the lu-vo lie 
very soon became after \\',i avi-iv.il 
in Texas.

Temple's Travels m Peru. 


In the course of the day I liad an 


opportunity of shooting a condor: it 
was so satiated with its repast on 
the carcass of a dead hor«e a-> to suf- 
"er me to approach within pistol 
shot before it extended its \vings_to 
take flight, which was, to me a sig- 
nal to fire; and having loaded with 
an ample charge of pellets, my aim 
proved effectual and fatal. What a 
formidable monster did I behold in 
the ravine beneath me, screaming 
and napping in the last struggles of 
life?

The trial of John Schenck, charged 


with a violation of the ordinances of the 
town of Maroa by the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in less quantities than one gallon, 
has been in progress before Judge Greer 
in the county court since yesterday. It 
was charged that John Schenck is the 
liquor dispenser of a society in Maroa 
known as the "American Club," an or- 
ganization numbering nearly 300 mem- 
bers, with headquarters in a frame build- 
ing on'oneof the principal streets of Ma- 
roa. We have seen a list of 20 members 
of the club furnished the prosecuting at- 
torneys, and observe that one of them Is a 
minister of the gospel, and others busi- 
ness men and well known farmers, gener- 
ally respected and esteemed. At the place 
where the liquor was alleged to have been 
sold by Schenck may be had oysters, 
crackers, etc., and members may also in- 
dulge in the harmless game of billiards. 
One witness on the stand 
yesterday 


testified that be paid one dollar and was 
admitted as a full member of the "Ameri- 
can Club;" that in return for the dollar 
he got its worth in lager beer, and 
at different times he paid down the cash 
for drinks obtained. There was strong 
opposition on the part of the defendant's 
counsel, with regard to the sidmissibility 
of the town ordinance under which the 
case is being tried, but the court admitted 
it. The counsel for the defendant claim 
that there is no case against their client, 
and are attempting to convince the jury 
that the ordinance was not legally passed 
and recorded in the book of the clerk 
of the board of trustees. The whole mat- 
ter Is very much mixed and the evidence 
in many instances more or less contradic- 
tory. In case Scbcnck is convicted he 
will be mulcted in the sum of $209 and 
costs of the suit. The case will probably 
be given to the jury late this evening.
